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Activists call for end to militarization 


The militarization of the border only 
benefits private businesses that obtain lucra- 
tive contracts and does not resolve migration 
problems, according to two activists who 
crossed the Arizona desert to show their 
solidarity with immigrants. 

“Construction of the border wall and'a 
virtual fence has been a useless expenditure 
of more than $60 million,” Jeff Winder, a 
member of the Virginia-based group The 
People United and one of the participants in 
the trek, told Efe. “Only a change in immi- 
gration policy and renegotiation of the free 
trade agreement with Mexico can make a 
change,” Winder said. 

The activist said current U.S. immigra- 
tion policy completely ignored the funda- 
mental causes of emigration and ended up 
producing huge profits for private companies 
like Boeing and Halliburton. Winder said 
the growing militarization of the border 
had only contributed to more deaths among 
undocumented immigrants on the border 
with Mexico. : 

During fiscal year 2007, according to 
figures from the U.S. Border Patrol’s Tucson 
Sector, 204 illegal immigrants died, or 21 
percent more than in 2006, in this section of 
Arizona. “It’s a very difficult, very intense 
route, we realized that water is really impor-

tant,” Sue Frankel-Streit, who started the trek 
on Saturday with Winder from the border 
town of Sasabe, west of Nogales, said. 

The activists walked 12 hours on Sat- 
urday, 12 hours on Sunday and seven on 
Monday, reaching a Border Patrol checkpoint 
in Arivaca. “We had an opportunity to go on 
the same paths that the immigrants go on, we 
saw the items they leave on their journeys, 
the clothing, the empty gallon jugs of water,” 
Frankel-Streit said. She said they did not 
come across any undocumented immigrants 
on the trek and only saw the constant pres- 
ence of Border Patrol helicopters. EFE

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Computer History Museum 
Debuts Engine No. 2

Difference Engine No. 2 is on 
display for the first time in the North 
America and will spend a year at 
the Computer History Museum in 
Mountain View, Calif. Visitors to 
the Museum will have the unpre- 
cedented opportunity to see and hear 
the Engine working — a stunning 
display of Victorian mechanics and 
of one of the earliest designs for an 
automatic computing engine. The 
machine, one of only two ever built, 
is an arresting spectacle, and will be 
on display starting May 10, 2008. 

Transported from London 
where it has just been completed, 
the Engine consists of 8,000 parts of 
bronze, cast iron and steel. It weighs 
5 tons and measures eleven feet long 
and seven feet high. Designed be-

El Senador estatal de California Gil Cedillo (D-Los Ángeles) presentó 
una propuesta de ley que busca hacer obligatoria la enseñanza sobre la 
deportación de mexicanos durante la Gran Depresión en los Estados Uni- 
dos. De ser aprobada la propuesta del Senador angelino, las escuelas de 
educación media y superior del estado tendrían que incluir en sus programas 
académicos el tema de la deportación de cerca de 2 millones de mexicanos, 
que comenzó en 1929 bajo la presidencia de Herbert Hoover. 

Cerca de 400,000 de los deportados salieron de California y según 
Christine Valencia, historiadora de la Universidad de del Estado de Cali- 
fornia Fullerton, alrededor de 60% del total de deportados a México, eran 
hijos de inmigrantes pero nacidos en los Estados Unidos. La propuesta 
está programada para ser estudiada por el Comité de Apropiaciones del 
Senado, que el año anterior archivó una versión similar de proyecto de ley, 
argumentando los costos de su aplicación. 

El análisis consideró que aplicar el programa de enseñanza costaría 
cientos de miles que el estado debería reembolsar a las escuelas por imple- 
mentar el cambio. EFE 
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The public University of California system ac- 
cepted a record of more than 60,000 new students for 
the 2008-09 academic year of whom Hispanics have 
grown to comprise 16 percent. “With the increase, 
Latino students in our Universities of California 
system represent about 21 percent of the total,” UC 
spokesman Ricardo Vazquez said. Hispanics consti- 
tute more than 36 percent of the state’s population. 

“Our system and all the universities in the state 
have academic preparation programs to attract high 
school students, which brings with it the result that 
Latinos not only manage to be accepted by uni- 
versities, but they are presenting very competitive 
results,” Vazquez said. 

Maria Navarro, of Ecuadorian origin, is one of 
the Latinos admitted for Fall 2008 at one of the 10 UC 
campuses. “Up to now it’s been the most important 
goal of my life,” the soon-to-be UC Irvine student 
told Efe. “I had to work hard to maintain my grade 
point average and I took the SAT (college entrance 
exam) three times to get the best scores (I could), but 
when I received the acceptance letter, I knew that all 
the effort had been worth it,” she said. 

To get in to one of the UC system’s universities, 
applicants must have a GPA of 3.79 or better and a 
cumulative SAT score of at least 1,777 out of 2,400. 
“These requirements are similar to those of last year, 
according to which the increase in admitted Latino

Both U.S. President George 
W. Bush and Mexican coun- 
terpart Felipe Calderon gave a 
big thumbs-down to the idea of 
renegotiating the 1994 North 
American Free Trade Agreement 
binding the economies of their 
two nations and Canada. The 
leaders commented during a joint 
press conference at the conclu- 
sion of a meeting in New Orleans 
- also attended by Canadian 
Prime Minister Stephen Harper 
- to discuss the trilateral Security 
and Prosperity Partnership. 

“Now is not the time to re- 
negotiate NAFTA or walk away 
from NAFTA. Now is the time 
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to make it work better for all 
our people, and now is the time 
to reduce trade barriers world- 
wide,” Bush said. Calderon also 
defended the benefits of NAFTA, 
saying that annual trade among 
the United States, Mexico and 
Canada has tripled since 1994 
and now exceeds $900 billion. 
“We want those profits to be 
accessible to more citizens,” the 
Mexican leader said. 

“We agreed that this is not 
the time to even think about 
amending it (NAFTA) or can- 
celing it. This is the time to 
strengthen and reinvigorate it,” 
Calderon said. He declined to 
comment on calls from the two 
Democrats vying to succeed 
Bush, Sens. Barack Obama and 
Hillary Rodham Clinton, to 
renegotiate NAFTA, which is 
blamed by many for the loss of 
U.S. manufacturing jobs. But the

El precio medio de la gasolina 
volvió ha situarse en cifras récord en 
las gasolineras de EE.UU., siguien- 
do el mismo camino que el barril del 
petróleo, lo que se está traduciendo 
en una bonanza para etanol y los 
vehículos híbridos. El precio me- 
dio del galón de gasolina se situó 
en 3.51 dólares (0.92 dólares por 
litro) según dijo la Asociación de 
Automovilistas de EE.UU. (AAA) 
después de que el barril del petróleo 
alcanzara los 118.05 dólares en 
Nueva York, superando el anterior 
récord de 117.83 dólares alcanzado 
el 21 de abril.

La función de cualquier Con- 
sejero del IME es representar a la 
población mexicana de una parte de 
la adscripción consular para llevar 
el sentir y la opinión de su entorno 
comunitario y apoyar al Consejo 
Consultivo (CCIME), para que el 
Instituto conozca las diferentes 
percepciones de los mexicanos 
sobre sus problemas y aspiracio- 
nes, y de esa forma apoyarlo en 
el diseño de la política exterior de 
México respecto a sus migrantes 
y en la creación de iniciativas que 
apoyen el bienestar de la comunidad 
mexicana. Por falta de experiencia 
o falta de información, es común la 
confusión sobre la función de los 
Consejeros del IME. Muchos creen, 
erróneamente, que ellos mismos 
representan al IME. Error frecuente 
y lamentable. 

Si se revisa con cuidado el sitio 
www.ime.gob.mx se comprenderá 
mejor que los programas del IME 
se ponen en acción mediante las 
representaciones oficiales federales 
de México en el exterior (embajadas 
o consulados) y que éstas son las 
que coordinan la ejecución de pro- 
gramas con el propio Instituto o con 
otros Órganos o entidades su desa- 
rrollo. La cooperación de líderes y 
organismos u otras entidades locales 
es muy valiosa para este fin. Y la de 
los Consejeros del IME también. 

Algunas personas llegan a 
pensar que el Consejero del IME 
ejerce un cargo de carrera política 
por la forma en que ocurre su elec- 
ción por un comité electoral local. 
Hay otros que hasta suelen creer que 
el Consejero del IME puede ser una 
especie de “Diputado”. 

Qué nadie se confunda. Los 
Consejeros del IME más activos y 
valiosos saben muy bien que ayu- 
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dar a la comunidad con su función 
está muy lejos de hacer una carrera 
política, y que cumplir su labor 
resulta en ocasiones sacrificada y 
con costo económico personal. Sin 
embargo, están conscientes de que 
su función contiene la satisfacción 
y el privilegio de llevar la voz de 
la comunidad al Consejo Consul- 
tivo del IME y ante las tribunas o 
altos cargos de la representación 
política de México: el Senado de 
la República, el Congreso Federal, 
la Presidencia de la República, los 
Secretarios de Estado, o líderes aca- 
démicos y empresarios importantes, 
entre otros. 

En cuanto a la relación de 
los Consejeros del IME con el 
Consulado General de México, es 
importante aclarar que, una vez 
entendida las funciones institucio- 
nales, se genera la cooperación. 
Esta virtud no siempre es igual en 
todos los casos: no todos los Con- 
sejeros pueden ser igual de activos. 
De hecho, los Consejeros pueden 
interactuar directamente con el 
CCIME y no están obligados a in- 
formar al Consulado General sobre 
sus actividades. Esto no significa 
sean inactivos. El IME mantiene 
la coordinación correcta con ellos 
y da seguimiento a sus acciones y 
reuniones de comités registrando 
directamente sus actividades a favor 
de la comunidad. 

No corresponde al Consulado 
calificar el nivel o la calidad de 
participación de las Consejeros del 
CCIME.

La mexicana Lucía Morett, una de las tres mujeres que sobre- 
vivieron al bombardeo de las fuerzas militares colombianas a un 
campamento de las FARC en Ecuador, se declaró en Managua víctima 
del “terrorismo de Estado colombiano”. 

“ Durante una presentación pública en un hotel de Managua junto 
al Presidente de Nicaragua, Daniel Ortega, ante un auditorio copado 
de simpatizantes sandinistas, Morett aseguró que no es terrorista, sino 
una estudiante que defiende las “luchas sociales”. 

La mexicana, que también se hizo acompañar de sus padres, Jorge 
Morett y María de Jesús Álvarez, y una funcionaria de los derechos 
humanos de Ecuador, señaló: “Ahora me quieren a mí acusar de te- 
rrorista, porque fui la única sobreviviente mexicana”. 

“Quiero decirles que soy una estudiante. Soy pasante de la carrera 
de literatura, gramática y teatro de la Universidad Nacional Autónoma 
de México”, continuó. 

El pasado 1 de marzo fuerzas militares colombianas bombardearon 
la zona ecuatoriana de Angostura, en la selva amazónica, cercana a 
la frontera con Colombia, donde las rebeldes FARC habían instalado 
un campamento clandestino.
